The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
recently gave out figures compiled 
from census data showing the number 
of occupied farms in Alberta of over 
one acre as 82,954; 
29,293,053; average number of acres 
to each farm 352; value of farm pro- 
jperty $968,437,348. Comparing 1921 
with 1911, land increased. in value 
77.1. per cent. farm buildings 199.6° per 
cent implements and machinery 311.6 
per cent, and live stock 65 per cent. - 


Furs and Game 

The total value of the furs and pelts 
taken in Canada during the season of 
1921-22 was $16, 458,621. Alberta furs
